Tillman Puts in Resolutions Demand- 


ing Way to Prevent Violation of 


State Prohibition Laws. 


Washington, Dec. 18.—Senator Till- 


man today Introduced the following 
resolution and asked immediate con- 
sideration: 


"That the commutes on interstate 


commerce be instructed to consider 
and report by bill or otherwise what 
legislation is desirable or necessary 
to enable the states in exercise oE 
their police powers to control the com- 
merce of liquors and all alcoholic bev- 
erages within the border so as to aid 
the cause of temperance and to pre- 
vent the encouragement by the United 
States of illicit distilling in the state." 
Explaining his purpose further, Mr. 
Tillfuan said, it was to prevent if pos- 
sible the circumvention of the laws in 
the Interest of prohibition which are 
being generally enacted in the south- 
states." 
"Congress," he said, "attempted in 


enacting the Wilson law to protect 
tbe people in the enforcement of their 
state laws, but the courts have 


eti and shaded down the protection 
until there is practically nothing left 
of it, and I want the committee to as- 
certain whether it is not practicable 
to give relief. The decisions of the 
courts have been on the ground that 
the law interferes with Interstate 
commerce and it is on this account 
that I have asked to have the investi- 
gation made by the interstate com- 
merce commission." 


Mr. Tillman holds the express com- 


panies responsible for the evasion of 
the state laws. He says they are 
flooding the local option part of South 
Carolina and other local option south- 
ern states with whisky which is sent 
in from other states "C. 0. D." The 
supreme court of the United States 
has held such traffic cannot be inter- 
fered with because of its interstate 
character. 


At the suggestion of Senators Knox 


and McCumber. Senator Tillman ul- 
timately withdrew his resolution and 
offered a bill covering the subject.

Eleven of the. district schools oi 


Allen county have an average dally 
attendance oC fewer than twelve pu- 
pils, according to reports filed by tha 
teachers with County Superintendent 
Felger, and this means that at least 
this number of schools must be.closed. 
The smallest on the list is that in dis- 
trict No. 2 of Maiimee townshlp.where 
the average daily attendance is but 
4% pupils. 


Under the state law schools having 


a dally attendance of 
fewer 
than 


twelve pupils must'be abandoned, and 
it is the duty of the township trustee 
to provide transportation for the pu- 
pils to the schools of other districts 
Eighteen other schools have an aver- 
age daily attendance of from 12 to 15 
pupils, and in these cases the law 
makes It optional with the county su- 
perintended 
whether 
the 
schools 


shall be abandoned or continued. In 
all probability where the roads will 
permit, the easy transportation of pu- 
pils to other districts, these schools 
will also be closed. 


For the past'thirteen weeks Super- 


intendent Felger has been devoting 
his time to the annual inspection of 
the district, schools of the county, and 
he spends half a day at each one of 
them. There are about 180 In all, and 
25 arc yot to bo visited. Superintend- 
ent Fnlgor saya that as a rule In those 
already visited the schools are doing 
excellent work and that condition* 
are highly satisfactory.

The recent fatal accident to Edward 


Langohr, at Columbia City, is puzzling 
both to the state factory Inspection de- 
partment and to Use medical frater- 
nity, for it Is evident, that Langohr's 
right lung burst from a blow upon 
his stomach. Discussing the accident 
In the Peabody sawmill. State Factory 
Inspector Blakeley, of Indianapolis, 
said: ."Langohr was at work cutting 
timber five Inches thick and four feet 
long into strips at one of tho saws. 
He was~ standing about five feet, from 
the saw. 
One of the strips struck 


him in the abdomen, but inflicted no 
wound. 
He felt no pain there, but 


was forced to quit work, complaining 
of his right lung. He took to his bed 
and died and a post-mortem examina- 
tion revealed the fact that his right 
lung had burst from the concussion 
of the blow on the stomach. Langohr 
was a man of strong physique. His 
death was not due particularly to 
carelessness upon the part of anyone 
or the condition of the machinery. At 
tho very time tho accident occurred 
he was taking precautions so as to 
prevent, injury to himself. His lungs 
were In good shape other than tho 
rupture. 
He had evidently falcen a 


deep breath and filled his lungs with 
air when ho received the blow." 


CORTEL1I ASSERTS HE 


HAS NOT WORKED TO 


GET DELEGATES 
\ 


Not a Candidate Now, But 


Throws Out a Hint That 


He May Be. 


Washington. 
Dec. IS.—From 
his 


sickroom Secretary of the Treasury 
Cortelyou issued last night an em- 
phatic denial of the reports that he 
has been developing a hoora for the 
presidential nomination, either direct- 
ly or through influential friends. 


Mr. Cortelyou earnestly desires to 


remove all misunderstanding as to his 
position. 
His statement unquestion- 


ably was inspired by a wish to prevent 
friction in his relations with the pres- 
ident. 
It indicates: 


That Mr. Cortelyou has no intention 


of announcing, for the 
present, 
at 


least, his candidacy for the presidency. 


That he is not prepared to express 


nny views nt present as to politics or 
as to candidates. 


That at the proper time, if he de- 


cide; to be a candidate, he will for- 
mal [r announce that fact. 


That the charges of the friends of 


Secretary Tafr. that he was working 
for himself and against his cabinet 
colleague are "unqualifiedly false." 


That he intends to remain at the 


head of the treasury department. 


It is not known whether Mr. Cor- 


telyou showed his statement to the 
president before issuing it. but it is 
not believed he did more than to send 
a copy to the white house last night. 


Secretary's Statement. 


It is as follows: 


Per. 17.—I do not know that! I am 


called upon 10 make a statement at 
this time, but in view of the various 
rumors in circulation as to the al- 
lege political activity of friends of 
mine in my interest I will say that I 
have not been a candidate for any- 
thing but the confidence of the peo- 
ple in the discharge of my duties as 
secretary of the treasury. 


I have not in person sought, nor 


have the friends whose names have 
been mentioned in this connection 
sought, to influence, political move- 
ments In my interest; I have not, 
nor have they, used any Influence, 
directly or Indirectly, to secure po- 
litical support for or against 
any 


candidate for the presidency, and 
accusations that such has been done 
are unqualifiedly false. 


Denies Use of "Machine." 
I 
In.r.o office. In no one of thrco de- 


partments with which I have been 
connected, have I authorized or per- 
mitted officials or employes to at- 
tempt to Influence any such move- 
ments, nor shall I do BO. 


In common with many other citi- 


zens, I have decided views as to 
policies and as to candidates, but I 
shall refrain from expressing them 
until I believe It Is proper for me 
to do so.' 


Upon this statement I am entirely 


content to leave the people to $raw 
their own conclusions regarding 
such rumors as those to which I 
have referred. 


If in the future I shall decide to 


be a candidate for any office I shall 
be prepared to say so frankly and 
state the grounds upon which I ask 
for support. 


In the meantime I shall try, as I 


have tried in the post, to conduct 
the treasury department for the ben- 
efit of the people of the whole coun- 
try and absolutely without regard to 
whether any action I may take in 
the.line of-my duty may adversely 
affect my personal or political wel- 
fare.

given to his wife when she was di- 
vorced from him some time ago. 
The 


woman later married Ell Ballenger 
and the couple took the children to 
Missouri. Eleven days ago Mrs. Bal- 
lenger's body was brought to Hartford 
City for burial. 
While the funeral 


was in progress and the husband' was 
in this city Wolverton was hastening 
westward 
with his attorney. 
The 


children have been brought to this 
city in their father's charge. 


As soon as Wolverton learned of 


his former wife's death he filed papers 
in the Blackford circuit court for the j 
guardianship of his five children. He ! 
was appointed. 
Wolverton seemed to 


have 'retained bis affection for the 
children and said that he wished to 
insure their protection in the division 
of bis wife's estate. 
He anticipated 


trnuble in obtaining possession of the 
children, so. with his attorney. Enos 
Cole, he hastened to Marshfield, Mo. 


Found in Mountains. 


The two traveled 
a distance of 


eighteen miles back into the moun- 
tains before their search was ended. 
There they found the children mourn- 
ing the loss of their mother and be- 
wailing their loneliness. The family in 
whose care they had been left by their 
foster father refused to give them up. 
Meantime Ballenger returned from his 
wife's funeral nnd he, too. refused to 
give up th«? children. The assistance 
r>f the court was necessary 
before 


Wolverton was able to get away with 
the children. 


A few years ago Wolverton was sued 


for' a divorce and $10.000 alimony by 
his wife, who had become angered be- 
cause he had refused to tak» her to a 
circus and because he had pulled her 
from the buggy nnd loft, her tied In the 
house when she attempted to cllmh In 
the rip and go along with him and the 
children, whom ho brought to town 'to 
witness the parade. 


To prevent his wife from gaining 


possession of the children. Wolverton 
find to Canada with them and placed 
them In a Catholic school, where they 
remained In safety for somo months. 
The wife, however, learned of their 
whereabouts and went to Canada and 
stole them from the school nnd re- 
turned 
with them to this county, 


where shr< succeeded In keeping them 
bidden until after her divorce trial, 
when she was awarded thfir custody.

them. lhf>y could not. bo found and 
even a dotectlvo employed by the hus- 
band WHH unable to fret trace of them.

find their way into the daily milk sup 
ply of the country, and disease ant 
death is often the result.

Whittaker has made some inspection 
of the dairy barns about Fort Wayne 
and ho told his hearers Tuesday even 
Ing of tho conditions found there. No 
all were bad, but there were many 
suggestions as to the manner In whlcl 
improvements might be made to Im 
prove tho quality of the milk supply 
and keep it free from Impurities. He 
urged his hearers to support the city 
health board In Its effort to bette 
conditions, assorting that without thi 
support ot he public tho board wll 
fall- In Its work.
